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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The examiner 
found so many errors, that is was not possible to list them all. The applicant is 
requested to review and rewrite the claims. The examiner has provided a short list of 
errors found in some of the claims. By no means is this list exhaustive. The applicant is 
required to re-write the claims so that they comply with 1 12 2 nd paragraph. 

Claim 1 : the phrase "said servocontrol" jn line 30 lacks antecedent basis, 
because it is written in the singular form (referring back to an element introduced 
in the plural). 

Claims 3 and 8: the phrase "neighborhood" is a relative term, not described or 
clearly defined in the specification. 
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Claim 4: The entire claim is not grammatically correct, and the examiner has not 
been able to determine what its scope is. 

Claim 4: The phrase "accelerometric measurement" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 6: The phrase "a first overall control command" is similar to a phrase used 
in claim 1: "overall control command". Did the applicant intend to introduce 
another element in claim 6? If so the word "first" does not work to differentiate 
the two phrases. 

Claim 6: The phrase "in common" is out of place, and only serves to confuse the 
reader as to why the phrase is being used. What is "in common"? 

Claim 7: the following phrases lack antecedent basis: 
"said system producing" : line 5 
"the control services": line 5 
"respective servocontrols" : line 7 
"the vibrations": line 13 



Specification
